About ninety-nine driver* out of a 
hundred are wasteful of gasoline, ac­ 
cording to an engineer, who cites a 
number of ways the fuel may he con­ 
served, both for tiie general good and 
as s matter of economy for the owner. 
Here they a r e : 
Carburetor adjustm ent is of prime 
importance. A mixture that i« too rich 
or too lean will cause more gasoline 
to he used 
in

amount of labor than a correct tnix 
tare. 
But 
don't attem pt to adjust 
your carburetor unless you know how. 
Most cars have what may be termed 
an economical speed. 
It ranges from 
twelve to twenty miles per hour When 
you get above that speed, the amount 
of gas used per mile increases. 
Anticipate slowing 
up 
and stops. 
Close the throttle and disengage the 
clutch far enough ahead of the place 
you want to stop so that very little 
use of the brake will be necessary. 
Whenever you use the brakes you de­ 
stroy the momentum that has required 
gasoline to create. 
Accelerate gradually. 
It takes less 
gas to do that than to reach a fast 
gait quickly. 
Whenever you allow the engine to 
run with the car standing, you are

Capt. Reed of Co. K of Missouri 
National Guards has received the fol­ 
lowing from headquarters: 
Under the provisions of the Nation­ 
al Defense Act, the National Guard 
is required to go to camp each year 
for a fifteen day training period, and 
also required 
to 
have 
a very high 
percentage of their enrolled members 
present. 
The National Guard of this state 
is a part of the army of the United 
States, and hence a part of our Na­ 
tional Denfensive Forces. 
This pro­ 
vision of the National Defense Act 
is the outcome of a careful study of 
|conditions existing, from a National 
¡Defense point of view, of the 
pre- 
| World War, and the World War days. 
! Harking back to the utterances 
of 
President Washington, when he stat- 
| t-d that the safety of the country de­ 
pended upon a well trained militia, 
citizens soldiery, rather than a 
large 
standing army; and taking into con­ 
sideration the fact that each member 
of the Regular Army cost the Gov­ 
ernment approximately $3,000.00 per 
year per man, whereas 
a National 
Guardsman costs the Government ap­ 
proximately $300 per year pe»; man, 
and taking into 
consideration 
the 
faet that it is necessary to have 
ap­ 
proximately 400,000 men immediate­ 
ly available for any major emergency, 
it is necessary to organize the 
Na­ 
tional Guard of the various states on 
a firm and enduring basis. 
The Fed­ 
eral Government 
is 
spending over 
three dollars for the support of the 
National Guard of this state to each 
dollar appropriated by the state for 
the same purpose. 
The 
Federal 
Government, under 
section 80 of the Natinoal Defense 
Act, allows all their employees, who 
are members of the National Guard, 
to attend these encampments, with­ 
out loss of time or efficiency rating. 
Missouri should do no less. 
The Governor is calling to the 
at­ 
tention of the various state officers, 
who are the employers of men, 
the 
above facts, and requesting them 
to 
allow such of their employees, as are 
members of the National Guard, 
to 
attend the camps to which they may 
be ordered, without loss of time 
or 
efficiency rating. 
It is the part of wisdom for 
all 
heads of the county, city and muni­ 
cipal organizations, and all corpora­ 
tions, to not only authorize, but 
to 
urge, their employees, who have en­ 
listed in the National Guard, to live 
up to their obligations as citizen sol 
diers. As the members of the Nation 
al Guard give liberally of their time 
to prepare themselves to act in case 
of necessity for the preservation of 
law and order, it is only fair that the> 
should 
be 
allowed 
to attend camp 
without charge against their vacation 
period 
or 
without deductions from 
their regular wages. 
Some corporations 
do 
not allow 
their employees to attend camp at all, 
or elese deduct the time thus spent 
from their 
vacation 
period—during 
which time the young man desires to 
visit his parents or relatives. This is 
a short-sighted policy and the lelad 
ers, in each community where 
Na­ 
tional Guard Units are located, should 
head a movement to see that 
each 
member of the National Guuard 
at­ 
tend his training camp.

The condition of the Missouri cot­ 
ton crop is reported to be 77 per cent 
of normal on May 25th. 
This is 25 
per cent above the same report 
of 
1924 and 5 per cent above a ten-year 
tvorage. 
So Missouri cotton grow­ 
ers can congratulate themselves on a 
much more favorable start than they 
have enjoyed for several years. 
Also 
they are in slightly better shape than 
the nveragy of the country. 
What accounts 
for 
this? 
More 
knowledge of cotton growing 
gained 
from 
practical 
experience 
helped 
some. 
Safer planting dares and more 
fertiliser did their part. 
But reason­ 
ably good spring weather was a very 
important help also. 
The 
final 
report 
on 
Missouri’s 
yield per acre for 192-1 is 185 pounds. 
According to figures released by W. 
B. Jenkins, Ass’ts. Agr. Statistician, 
this is 14 pounds per acre above the 
1923 yield, but 175 pounds below the 
360 pound record of 1922. 
Every ef­ 
fort should be made 
to push 
this 
yif Id back up toward the high mark. 
524,000 acres were planted to cot­ 
ton in Missouri in 1924, but 31,000 of 
these were abandoned for one caus< 
or another, 
leaving 
493,000 
acres 
picked. 
There 
should 
be no 
such 
abandonment this year. 
Each farm­ 
er should know better now how much 
he can 
handle 
properly. 
Overcrop­ 
ping and poor tending have been cost­ 
ly mistakes. They should be stopped. 
Private reports indicate that 
Mis­ 
souri is increasing her acreage 
of 
cotton about 2 per 
cent 
over 1924. 
This may prove a handicap unless we 
bring our acre yields back to a high 
figure. 
Less acres in cotton 
with 
higher yields per acre should be our 
rule. 
Good seed of early adapted va­ 
rieties, proper fertilization, thorough 
preparation of land, 
safe 
planting, 
close spacing and 
frequent 
shallow 
cultivation are all very important in 
doing this.

Dust mulch on top acts the same 
as a blanket would over a tub of wa­ 
ter. 
It prevents rapid evaporation.

with the air evaporates. 
One of the 
principle reasons why the field crops, 
in spite of the drought, are looking 
so good, is that the farmers regular 
cultivation has held what 
moisture 
they had. 
Not only are the crops looking bet- 
tei than last year, but dry weather 
has enabled the farmer to get them 
cleaned 
out 
with 
the 
minimum 
amount of chopping. Grass that 
has 
been chopped out is absolutely dead 
and very litle has gone to seed, thus 
expense necessary in cleaning a crop 
during a wet season will be lacking 
this year. 
In fact, the prospects at 
the present time for the county are 
that better crops at a much less ex­ 
pense will be raised,

Plan to Save Gasoline 
Is Told by an Engineer 
▲bout ninety nine drivers out of a 
hundred are wasteful of gasoline, ac­ 
cording to an engineer, who cites a 
number of ways the fuel may be eon- 
aorved, both for the general good and 
aa a matter of economy for the ow ner. 
Here they are; 
Carburetor adjustm ent Is of prime 
Importance. A mixture that is too rich 
or too lean will cause more gasoline 
to he used 
in performing a given 
amount of labor than a correct mix­ 
ture. 
But don’t attem pt to adjust 
your carburetor unless you know how. 
Most cars have what may be termed 
an economical speed 
It ranges from 
twelve to twenty tulles per hour. When 
you get above that speed, the amount 
of gas used per tulle increases. 
Anticipate slowing 
up and stops. 
Close the throttle and disengage the 
clutch far enough ahead of the place 
you want to stop so that very littls 
use of the brake will be necessary.

1 The Missouri Cotton Situation 
The condition of the Missouri cot­ 
ton crop is reported to be 77 per cent 
of normal on May 25th. 
This is 25 
per cent above the same report 
of 
11*24 and 5 per cent nbove a ten-year 
tverage. 
So Missouri cotton grow­ 
ers can congratulate themselves on a 
much more favorable start than they 
have enjoyed for several years. 
Also 
they are in slightly better shape than 
the avcragp of the country. 
What accounts 
for 
this? 
More 
knowledge of cotton growing 
gained 
from 
practical 
experience 
helped 
some. Safer planting dares and more 
fertiliser did their part. 
But reason­ 
ably good spring weather was a very 
im portant help also. 
The 
final 
report 
on 
Missouri’s 
v eld per acre for 1924 is 185 pounds. 
According to figures released by W. 
B. Jenkins, Ass’ts. Agr. Statistician, 
this is 14 pounds per acre above the 
1923 yield, but 175 pounds below the 
360 pound record of 1922. 
Every ef­ 
fort should be made 
to push 
this 
yi< Id back up toward the high mark. 
524,000 acres were planted to cot­ 
ton in Missouri in 1924, but 31,000 of 
these were abandoned for one cause 
or another, 
leaving 
493,000 
acres 
picked. 
There 
should 
be no 
such 
Abandonment this year. 
Each farm ­ 
er should know better now how ifiuch 
he can 
handle 
properly. 
Overcrop­ 
ping and poor tending have been cost­ 
ly mistakes. They should be stopped. 
Private reports indicate that 
Mis­ 
souri is increasing her acreage 
of 
cotton about 2 per 
cent 
over 1924. 
This may prove a handicap unless w< 
bring our acre yields back to a high 
figure. 
Less acres in cotton 
with 
higher yields per acre should be oui 
rule. 
Good seed of early adapted va­ 
rieties, proper fertilization, thorough 
preparation of larid, 
safe 
planting, 
close spacing and 
frequent 
shallow 
cultivation are all very important in 
doing this. 
Be 
sure 
you 
cultivate 
right this season. 
Determine to 
do 
everything right another year.

the dry w-eather that farmers contin­ 
ue their plowing. Very shallow culti­ 
vation is all that is needed to stir the 
ground just deep enough to keep 
a 
dust mulch. There are some farm ers 
who do not realize the necessity 
of 
keeping on 
with 
their 
cultivation, 
nevertheless, anyone who doubts the 
advantage of this needs only to look 
at a crop that has not been plowed 
regularly and then to look a t one that 
has. 
Conditions over the county are 
from 20 to 25 per cent better looking 
last 
year. This 
includes 
all 
field 
crops except pastures and hay which 
of course have suffered from 
thhe 
drought. 
Dust mulch on top acta the same 
as a blanket would over a tub of wa­ 
ter. 
It prevents rapid evaporation 
Where the mulch is lacking, the wa 
ter rises by capillarity clear to 
the 
surface, and upon coming in contact 
with the air evaporates. 
One of the 
principle reasons why the field crops 
in spite of the drought, are looking 
so good, is that the farmers regular 
cultivation has held what 
moisture 
they had. 
Not only are the crops looking bet 
tei than last year, but dry weather 
has enabled the farm er to get them 
on the next ¡cleaned 
out 
with 
the 
minimum 
amount of chopping. Grass that 
has 
been chopped out is absolutely dead 
and very litle has gone to seed, thus 
expense necessary in cleaning a crop 
during a wet season will be lacking 
this year.
